It is obvious that the Executive Council 
is trying to drive a wedge between the m and the 
rest of the CIO. But the Council was afraid that its pur- 


pose would be exposed if it picked on the U.M.W.A alone. 
And so it expelled two more of the CIO’s #2 unions— 
selecting them for no other reason than to hide its treach- 
erous motive. But the motive stands exposed all the more 
clearly because of this clumsy maneuver. 

The action of the Council stands in complete contrast 
with the move by John L. Lewis at the opening of the 


United Mine Workers Conyention two g ago, when he 
again proposed that the A. F. of L. in all 4,000,000 
members of the CIO with jurisd questions to be 
ironed out later. : 


With the expulsion, the Executive Council reveals 
what was in its heart all during the period when it was 
compelled, by the forthright peace proposals of the CIO 
and by the pressure of its own rank and file, to sit down 
at the conference table. 

No one can still doub“ that it was the Council repre- 
sentatives who broke off e unity negotiations. For yes- 
terday’s action only caps the dark record of the Council 
from the time it made up its own rules empowering itself 
to suspend the CIO. While the CIO, under Lewis’ leader- 
ship, was organizing the mass production industries for 
the first time in history and was propsing unity, the Ex- 
ecutive Council was chartering company unions in order to 
fight the CIO. It was defeating progressive candidates 
supported by the CIO and voting reactionaries into public 
office. It helped the reactionaries in Congress send the 
wages-hours bill back to committee. It joined the open- 
shoppers in their attack on the National Labor Relations 


The expulsion of the three unions again emphasizes 
how those Within the CIO like President Dubinsky who 
have made unwarranted criticisms of the policies of Lewis 
and the CIO, o unwittingly encouraged the Council to 
become more arrogant than ever. 

If unity is to be achieved—not on the terms of the Ex- 
ecutive Council disrupters—but on the CIO terms that will 
insure completing the organization of the mass production 
industries, there must be a solid, unbroken front within 
the CIO itself. 

The latest crime of the Executive Council must be 
answered by new moves that will serve the cause of unity. 
The Executive Council should hear directly from all locals 
of the A. F. of L. that they are outraged by the action 
of the Council and demand that the unity negotiations be 
resumed on the basis laid down by the CIO. gue Dae 
expelled unions, and t in | re- 
cieve expressions of 
unions.

MOSCOW, Feb. 7.—Pravda, central 
organ of the Communist Party of the So- 
viet Union, today analyzes the background 
of the current military and diplomatic 
shakeup in Nazi Germany. 

“The political crisis unfolding in Ger- 
many, leading to a full reorganization of 
the War Office and partial reorganization 
of the Cabinet, was prepared by the whole 
course of events in the Third Reich during 
recent years,” Pravda writes.
